In thU 
stato a State Central Committee pre- 
pared tho roll of delegates, and those 
admitted votted upon the contested del- 
egations, and it is obvious that as to 
these contests both sides may play tho 
game, but with any State Committee bi- 
.aacd as1 WHS ours, the results were o: 
course known in advance. The result \viis 
a split party in the ensuing election. 


In Iowa the same course is very prob- 


able- at this writing. The state Central 
Committee if preparing the lists, may 
throw out 2GU Cummins delegates, leav- 
ing a- majority admitted to sit in thu 
convention opposed to Cummins and fav- 
oring Perkins. Whose ox is gored this 
time? It is admitted the sympathies of 
Senator La Follette nre with Cummins, 
and right here, regardless of our junior 
•senator, the sympathies of many other 
Republicans arc ulso with Cummins, but 
still it is to be said barring out sympa- 
thies on either side, that if it was right 
in Wisconsin to. throw out delegates 
sufficient to give the convention to the 
then governor, it may be also right iu 
Iowa to do the same thing and so their 
Central Couimitte may un.-cat enough 
Cummins delegates to give Perkins the 
majority and whom our senator opposes. 


But the square way, the honest way, 


is that no State 
Central 
Committee 


should wield this great power, that is, 
to make up the roll of delegates accord- 
ing to thair interpretation. It is but 
the- usurpation of power by a state C'om- 
.mittee'to'practically decide contests in 
advance, because'it is-plaiu to see, if any 
such Committee prepares the preliminary 
delegate list, they can construct a ma- 
jority easily, because the contests have 
been arranged iu advance, or they may 
throw out delegates because in 
their 


opinion irregular. 
This case can of 


course bo played liy either faction strong 
enough to do so, and played iu Wiscon- 
sin for instance on One side, in Iowa can 
be played on the other side. Thus for 
the friends of tho governor and his sup- 
porters here, and in Iowa for those whom 
lie is against. 


The true way is for a convention to 


determine its own. delegates. No state 
Committee should be invested or assume 
the power cither way, of deciding upon 
tho credentials.

In Iowa it is denied the State Com- 


mittee was ever invested with such mi- 
tttority and that to now exercise such 
despotic claims is to disgrace the slate, 
as a bolt i* inevitable, if such occurs. 
It is despotic in any sense, regardless as 
to whether or not as iu this state, prev- 
ious conventions tamely assented to this 
sort of thing, only in the lust for the 
btato to be treated with such an exhibi- 
tion, as to compel self respecting men 
like Senator Spooner and other prom- 
inent citizens to assert their just rights.
